Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear as to what structures are being 
considered as "biometric indicators" on line 1 of claims 1 and 14. Furthermore, it is 
unclear as to what is being claimed in claims 3-7, 9-13, 16-20, and 23-26. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yu et al. 
(hereinafter Yu). 

Yu discloses a writing instrument as claimed that produces marks with a 
characteristic that varies at a predetermined rate, which inherently depends on the user. 
Since no one can always make marks at a consistent pressure and rate, the marks 
produced would inherently alter in width, color (meaning some part the marks is darker 
than the other), composition (as best understood), and continuity. The method as 
claimed would be inherent during the use of the Yu device.
